Rev. W. L. Brewer died at his 
home in this city last Saturday after­ 
noon after a long illness. 
The fun­ 
eral services were held at the Bap­ 
tist church Sunday afternoon, con­ 
ducted by Rev. J. L. Ward, who paid 
a just and glowing tribute to the 
life and works of this noble charac­ 
ter. 
Interment occurred at the city 
cemetery. 
Rev. Brewer was Dom in Robin­ 
son county, Tennessee, on April 19, 
1830. 
He moved to Missouri at the 
age of eighteen. 
During the Civil 
war he served with honor as a re­ 
cruiting officer.

located in Denton county,

to Wise 
county eighteen 
years ago. 
Since early manhood he 
has been a minister in the Cumber­ 
land Presbyterian church, and he 
was active in the ministry just as 
long as his health would permit. Rev. 
Brewer was married to Miss Eliza­ 
beth Tucker in Dode county, Missou­ 
ri. 
To this union two children were 
born: 
Mrs. Tom W. Brown and L. 
Brewer, both of whom survive their 
father, and who reside in Decatur. 
In 1861 he was again married to 
Miss Nannie Thompson of Cedar 
county, Missouri. 
One daughter was 
born to this union, but the child died 
in infancy. 
Mrs. Brewer died in De­ 
catur several years ago. 
In the passing of this good man, 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
loses one of its most untiring work­ 
ers, and the cause of right has lost

Taken in its broad sense, it 
is the biggest thing on earth. 
One 
of G erm any’s great* st educators said 
a generation ago that whatever you 
put into a nation’s life you must first 
put into its schools, and acting on 
that theory the nation instilled a 
militaristic philosophy inro its school 
child ren and thus developed the most 
gigantic fighting machine the world 
ever saw. 
So far as that nation was 
concerned the program was put over, 
and any other program can bt- put 
over in the same way; 
that it, any 
idea, with all that it involves, can 
be created and developed by planting 
the seed, in the school room. 
It has 
actually been demonstrated, and that 
justifies the assertion at the head of 
this article. 
It follows that the paramount ques 
tion before the Amerrcan people is 
what kind of seed shall be planted in 
the American school room. 
W hat 
ideas shall be develop? 
If through 
the schools of the country, Germany 
could in one generation establish the 
idea that m ight makes right, could 
not America in the same length of 
time establish the idea that right 
makes m ight? 
If the fighting ma­ 
chine is the product of the school, 
may not the peace machine be pro­ 
duced in the same way? 
But this can be done in but one 
way. 
If the Prince of Peace does not 
direct the educational movements of 
the world the Prince of W ar will. 
Christ m ust dominate the education­ 
al system, or then His eneim will. 
And that is the struggle that is now 
on. 
A movement was started one or 
two generations ago to secularize the 
whole educational program of this 
country, and it has had some suc­ 
cess, as is seen in the long Est of 
colleges and universities that have 
been wrested from church owner­ 
ship and control. 
And as an answer 
to that movement all the great Prot­ 
estant denominations of America are 
today engaged 
in a 
campaign 
ti 
raise 
$300,000,00

It was never in­ 
trinsically profitably done and of late 
years the boll-weevil has constituted 
a menace all its own. 
Economists are of the opinion, and 
common sense dictates the conclu- 
j sion. that a matter of years will be 
J required to institute the new system 
i on a revenue producing basis. 
The 
interval will be filled with study and 
mastering of the essentials of the 
new adjunct— the kind of farming w<a 


lit. and fortitude and courage of the 
men and women or old who with 
scarce few tools wrought us into the 
earth’s greatest nation. 
There is a fine flavor of the early 
era in the predicament of the hour. 
Fate has tumbled the farm worl I 
back on first principles. 
At the point 
of departure the early fathers look­ 
ed the future in the face with noth­ 
ing accomplished.

The «outhern farm­ 
ers of this day are back at an iden­ 
tical po nt of beginning, because what 
they hard of a farm policy has been 
wrenched from under them.

In meaning ic consummates 
the rejuvenation on the edge of the 
wilderness. What is meant is to stay 
at home, to live there in fact and

Decatur has a good, comfortable, 
two-story, brick building, properly 
lighted, heated, and ventilated, and 
kept in a sanitary condition, but it 
has ceased to meet the needs of the 
school. 
The high school needs more 
space, and some of the grade rooms 
are crowded beyond any possibility 
of comfort or efficiency. 
Although 
there should never be more than for­ 
ty pupils in a grade room, there are 
fifty-six in the third grade room, for­ 
ty-four in the fifth, and sixty-two in 
the sixth. By all means a small build­ 
ing should be erected to accommo­ 
date the first three grades, and one 
or two additional teachers should be 
employed. 
The outside toilets are rudely con­ 
structed and very unsanitary. 
A 
school of the size of Decatur should 
have 
well 
constructed, 
preferably 
brick, toilets with a sanitary water 
or chemical system. 
At least, they 
should be made fly-proof. 
One room is used jointly for labor­ 
atory and class room. 
It is partially 
equipped for physics and general 
science. 
The supervisor was inform ­ 
ed that about $300 worth of addi­ 
tional apparatus has been ordered. 
With this, the laboratory should be 
adequate. 
If physiology is to be giv­ 
en, it will be necessary to purchase 
the equipment specified in Bulletin

GOOD CONDITION 


D ecatur, .Texas, March 22.— To the 
essenger: 
For the past two weeks 
th e rural school inspector and myself 
have been very busy 
visiting 
the 
schools of the county that were con­ 
ditionally granted state aid from the 
12,000,000 appropriation, inspecting 
and checking up the physical condi­ 
tions of these schools in order to as­ 
certain as to whether said schools 
w ere entitled to the amount of state 
aid that was conditionally granted 
^e find that a great deal of 
vement has been m ade in these 
cis and good and efficient work 
being done in the majority of 
em. 
However, we find th a t some 
few are not up to the standard and 
we hope that the trustees and pa­ 
tro n s will work together the coming 
school year to make their respective 
schools among the best in the county 
or state. 
W e wish to say th a t the schools 
of our towns that we visited— Al­ 
vord, Chico, Park Springs, Newark, 
Boyd, Paradise, Rhome, and Slidell 
— a re now in excellent condition and 
doing good and efficient work. 
How­ 
ever, Ave hope that some of these 
places will avail themselves of the 
opportunity of assistance from the 
federal aid act and put on a course 
in vocational work, most especially 
dom estic science, the coming school 
year. 
W e also find that the m ajority of 
th e ru ral schools visited are in good 
-condition and that a better grade of 
w ork is being done than has been 
for the past few years. 
W e attribute 
this to the fact that we have a more 
efficient corps of teachers at the pres­ 
ent tim e. 
The supervisor was well pleased 
w ith the school buildings recently 
erected and said that the Willow 
P o in t school building, which is four 
room ed brick structure was the nic­ 
est building that she had visited in 
som e tim e. 
My observation as county super­ 
intendent is that there is a great deal 
of m oney wasted in the small schools 
and I am glad to say th a t we have 
been 
successful in bringing about 
consolidation in a few districts and 
hope to induce other districts to con­ 
solid ate during this year. 
W ill say to the people of the coun­ 
ty that I am ready at any time to 
co-operate with them toward the bet­ 
term ent of our schools and school 
system .

TOWN LEADER IN GOOD WORK 


S h e rb u rn e , in N e w York. Praise d for 
Its Inception cf Systematic Tree 
P ar ting. 


Tho strata of New York passed a law 
in I.>12 making it possible for coun­ 
ties, towns nod villa-J-.** to acquire, by 
purchase, lease, gift, or condemnation, 
lands having tree growth or forests 
thereon, or lands which are suitable 
for the growth of trees. 
The advantages to be obtained are 
numerous, besides the income to be 
derived from the sale of forest prod­ 
ucts there are the benefits of regula­ 
tion of stream-flow, protection of the 
watershed, shelter from winds and 
Btoims, protection to birds and game, 
and a healthful resort for the people 
of the town and community. 
Sherburne, a village In Chenango 
county, New Tork, has been planting 
trees systematically since 1912, and 
the work was begun without the knowl­ 
edge that state laws were being enact- 
od which might make tree-planting 
something of an inducement. 
It there­ 
fore deserves ail the more credit for 
Its Interest in forestry. To Dr. Homer 
G. Newton, for many years a resident 
of that village, is due the honor of hav­ 
ing initiated the policy of tree-plant­ 
ing and watershed protection. 
The 
development of this project should! 
toe followed with much Interest by 
to w n s or villages that contemplate sim­ 
ilar plantations or forests.—Bulletin 
of the American Forestry Association.

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COW TESTING PAYS FARMERS 


Most Excellent Results Reported by 
Association in Coos County, 
New Hampshire.

Coos county, N. H., has a very sue* 
cessful cow-testing association. 
A re­ 
port from that district regarding tbs 
dollars-and-cents value of the associa­ 
tion says: “Many times the tester's 
salary is saved each month.” 
One farmer In the Coos County as­ 
sociation reports a yearly saving of 
$525 in the feed hills alone. 
Another 
with eight cows claims a net gain of 
$250 a year from the work of the asso­ 
ciation, and a local cattle dealer says 
that the tests add $40 per head to the 
value of good cows. 


A farmer near Lancaster.offered to 
sell one of his cows for $75 before 
testing her.

HE distinction between the uses 
of these two words, “In” and 
“into,” can be expressed beet by giv­ 
ing examples of proper and Improper 
usage.

Several reasons why farmers find It 
more profitable to raise fall calves are 
given as follows by Prof. C. Larsen of 
South Dakota State college: 
A cow that freshens in the fall will 
produce about 20 per cent more milk 
during the year than one that calves 
in the spring. 
Dairy products bring the farmer 
about a third more money In winter 
than In spring. 
Winter dairying allows of more and 
cheaper labor after the field work is 
done. 
Winter dairying avoids files that cut 
down the milk flow and bother the 
milk-fed calves. 
Calves dropped In the fall will do 
well under good winter care and when 
spring arrives they are ready for pas­ 
ture 
with 
the other young cattle. 
Avoid mating too early in the fall.
